Propogatlon  anomalies  and  equipment  malfunction  can  be  ruled 
out  since  the  target  was  observed  both  visually  and  by  the  radar. 

The  position  of  the  target  reported  by  the  ground  radar  and 
the  air  visual  report  place  it  in  the  proximity  of  Minot  Interna- 
tional Airport,  also,  its  speed  and  altitude  are  compatible  with 
aircraft. 


It  appears  that  the  :r.ost  likely  cause  of  the  radar  returns 
vouli  be  an  aircraft,  possibly  waiting  to  land.  This  seems  reason- 
able when  the  target’s  position,  coupled  withits  speed,  altlttide 
and  maneuvers  performed  are  considered.  Ihe  lights  obser'red  could 
be  attributed  tc  t he  aircraf'^.
